Chairman Campbell of the Executive Com- 
mittee Gives a History of the Origin of 
the Convention Movement—The Credit 
Given to the **Post- Dispatch’ — Mr. Rum 
sey Makes an Interesting Opening 4d. 
dress—The Delegates Weleomed—Com- 
mittees Appointed and the Active Werk 
Began—Decoration of the Halland Ex- 
position Building—The Arrival of Many 
of the Delegates Delayed. 


HE National Silver 
Convention met to- 
day for the first ses- 
sion in Music Hall. 
The delegates gath- 
ered early, and not- 
withstanding the rain 
ty withaut the ball ail 

was light and cheer- 
ful within. The profusion of color in the 
decoration and the use of immense numbers 
of electric lights had the effect of shutting out 
the gloom of u rainy day. 

Music Hali was never decorated as it is to- 
day. The delegates saw a beautiful sight as 
they entered the Exposition building. Over 
the main entrance bunting and flags had been 
spread and hung. Directly overthe center ig an 
eagle with wings outspread, and about it great 
flags of the United States are draped. Leading 
away from his center are broad bends of red, 


white and eine punting. Beneath the bands 
are loopings of bunting and the pillars of the 
entrance are covered with the same bunting 
suspended from loopings. 

Below the eagle is suspended a large copy 
of the convention medal on which is the 
monogram of the letters W. 8. O., surrounded 
hy the legend ‘‘National Silver Convention, 
St. Louls, 1889. 

In the hall the draping is elaborate. The 
red, white and blue bunting is looped around 
the horseshoe of the dress circie and gallery 
fronts with the red band uppermost. The 
doorways are all set in with banting por- 
tieres,and back of the boxes immense flags are 
loosely hung. At the points of the looping on 
the fronts of dress circle and gallery are 
shicids bearing the names of all the States and 


Territories, The banners marking the loca- 
tion of the State and Territorial delegations in 
attendance are of blue siik, about 10xl4 
hey are hung on cherry poles, 
which are surmounted by brass balls. The 
names of the States are painted in black on a 
background of gold. 
The front of the stage is set with palms and 
pines pe too profusely. From the bottom of

Beneath the 
eagie is the word ‘‘weicome’’ comp of 
nine and roses.

A STRONG CONVENTION. 

While the convention, when it was called to 

meee did not fully come up to anticipations 

int . numbers, owing to delegates being 
de ayed, wus soon geen to be one of the 
strongest 44 — ever assembled in 88. 
Louis. The delegates generally are men of 
solid convictions and earnest in their work. 
In the chat in the nalls and aisles the greatest 
interest was evidenced in the outcome of the 
convention and in the matters to be pre- 
sented to it, There was particular inquiry as 
to thes cial vapers and suggestions to be 
read defore the convention anda number of 
now ones were sugested. 

The New Mexico, Arizona and Texas dele- 
gates, as having allied interests, early in the 
morning consolidated, and will act together 
Guring the 3 of the convention. 

ALLED TO ORDER. 

Tt was 11:15 when Mr. James Campbell called 
the convention to order. His remarks, brief, 
and made in a clear, strong voice, though the 
address was his maiden one, was frequently 
interrupted by applanse. Mr. Campbeli spoke 
as follows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION—On behalf 
of the Execttive Committee, I now take 
pleasure in calling you to order. But before 
suggesting the name ofthe tem ebair- 
man and de it is due the men who 
have performed the labor and who have been 
so systematic and painstaking in every de- 
tail necessary to make our first National Su- 
ver Convention a saccess that they should 
have the credit for their efforts in the records 
of the proceedings of the convention. 

And in order that the future historian may 
bave original facts in detailing how it orig- 

inated, I will state that the gentiemen of the 
St. Louis Mining Stock Exchange, at the in- 


stance of Mr. E. A. Elliott, the mining editor 
of the Posr- Disr ren aad Chairman of our 
Press Committee, concluded to test the sen- 
timent of the country on the question of free 
coinage and the rehabilitation of sliver. 

The respor.ses were so earnest from all parts 
of the United States in favor of some united 
effort being made to free silver from its bond- 
age that it insured at once the success of the 
movement for a convention, 

With the aid and counsel ofsuch men as L. 
M. Rumeey, C. D. MeLure, John T. Field, 
Albert Sinzer (Secretary of the St. Louis 
Mining Stock Exchange), Hon. R. P. Bland of 
Missouri and J. M. 8. Egan of Colorado, we 
have been able to feel that the preparatory 
work has been well done. 

I will also state that while Mr. J. D. Abies, 
President; Mr. Joe J. Mullally, Vice-Presi- 
dent, of the Mining Stuck Exchange, does not 
appear conspicuously upon all of the station- 
ery and literature emanating from the com- 
mittee, yet they were very important and in- 
dispensible factors in all the preparatory 
work, leading up to the convention, as well 
as in preparing the way for 

ROUNDS OF PLEASURE 

for the delegates during their stay here. Mr. 

Max Kotany, Henry W. Wernse, W. C. Little 
and J. E. Mulford are also entitled to a much 
more conspicuous place in 8 records than 
can in the neture of things awarded them 
for the intelligent direction they gave the 
committees of which they are the respective 
heads. The Executive Committees are 
greatly indebted to the press of the city

A convention imbued with this idea 
would naturally hold that the deprecia- 
tion of silver in the last ten or twelve 
years is the direct result of the hostile 
coinage legislation of the German, 
English and American Governments, by 
which gold has been made the single 
standard of value; and the primary ob- 
ject of such a convention would naturally 
be to promote such legislation as will 
soonest reinstate the double standard and 
terminate the arbitrary discrimination 
against silver. 

There have been several cycles of fluc- 
tuation in the relative value of both 
metals since we began to coin both. 
Each in its turn has been sent to the 
melting pot by the other, and each has 
had its quantity of pure metal reduced 
by the Government to save it from the 
melting pot. Our present gold coins are 
the result of such a reduction, and when 
first issued creditors refused them as 
lighter than the coins their contracts 
called for; butthe Supreme Court com- 
pelled creditors to take them even when 
their bullion value was so far below that 
of silver that the silver dollars were all 
drained out of the country and went to 
the melting pot. It was in one of these 
times when silver was practically de- 


‘| monetized that the single gold standard 


was established. 

Now there isno doubt of the power of 
our Government to so alter the weight of 
une metal in these two sets of coins that 
both can, for a time at least, be put safely 
upon the same basis of free coinage- Lund 
circulate at par both at home an road.

The sianificance of that congress is found 
im: 1.

The fresh heralding of its strength, its 
institutions, ite missions, the opportunity of 
Contrast and the display of the cen- 
tury’s growth; in 1789 tnere were 
80,000 Catholics in this country and 30 
prieste; now they elalm 9, 000, 000.

The zeal 
and purpose displayed for education; Christ- 
lan education. 4. The occasion it gave for 
publiciy founding its great university at the 
nation’s capital: the display o? its new fac- 
ulty.

MARRIAGE LAWS OF ILLINOIS, 


A Legal Coutreversy Growing Out of the 
Canrzen Perjury Case. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 26.—A dispatch from 
Burlington, Io., says: Ifthe points raised 
yesterday in the Newton and Cannon perjury 
case in the District Court in this city are sus- 
tained, it would be a difficult matter to say 
who is married and wie is not of those who 
contracted marriage during the last few years 
in this State. Newton and Cannog are resi- 
dents of Carthage, III. The latter about six 


weeks ago cloped from Wyandotte, Kan.,with 
the 15-year-old daughter of Sheriff Boulin of 
that place and came to this city, where they 
married, a license having been issued by the 
Deputy Clerk of the District Court upon 
Newton’s affidavit that the girl was 
aged 18 years and upw . Newton 
was subsequentiy indicted for perjury 
and Cannon for subornation of perjury. To 
this indictment the defense filed a demurrer, 
claiming that under the statutes, during the 
existence of the Circuit Court the State cierks 
of such courts had authority to issue marriage 
licenses, and that when the Cirouit courts 
were abolished the authority was not trans- 
ferred to the District Court Clerks, and conse- 
quently there had been no one since who 
could legally issue such a license. Further, 
that if the District Court clerks have author- 
ity, the issuing of murriage licenses was the 
exercise of a judicial function, as was evi- 
denced by the power to demand testimony as 
to the competency of the parties to enter the 
marriage state, and that judicial functions 
cannot be delegated to adeputy. The subject 
has awakened great interest among the legal 
fraternity. The matter was taken under ad- 
visement.

Propesitien te Tear Dowa the Davis Maasion 
in Richmend.

RICHMOND, Va., Nov, 2%.—In the City School 
Board last night a resolution was introduced 
looking to taking down the Jeff Davis man- 
sion (for twenty years past used as a publie 
schoo!) and erecting upon the site a spacious 
and modern equipped pablic school building. 
The resolution was referred to a subcommit- 
tee to report as to the plans and cost. 

When the Confederate Government was re- 


moved to Richmond from Montgomery, this 
building, previously the residence of Dr. John 
Brackenborough, was purchased by the city 
and offered in fee simple to Mr. Davis as his 
home, dut he declined the present. The Con- 
federate Government, however, rented it to 
be used as the “White House’’ of the 
Confederacy. Mr. Davis occupied it four 
years, then for four years it was used 
as the headquarters of Gens. Schofield. 
Canby, and other military governors. After 
the readmission of the State into the Union 
the city took possession of her 4 and 
turned it into a public school. ibby Prison 
has gone to Chicago, and the demolition of 
the ‘‘Jeft Davie House’’ would remove the 
most conspicuous souvenir of the Confederacy 
in Richmond. Itis believed that some of the 
Chicago relic-seekers will offer to purchase 
the material in the old house to remove to 
that city and re-erect there with Libby Pris on.

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.WAY SCHEME 


Prominent Men Who Are Said to Have Been 
Let in on the Ground Ficor— Russian 
Jealousy of the English—Propesed Com. 
binatiun of Antagonistic Interests—The 
New Company. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dreraton. 
ANGOR, Me., Nov, 26. 
—Much has been said 
from time to time re- 
garding the great Per- 
sian projects of Mr. 
Frank Clergue of Ban- 
gor. There have been 
some wonderful 
stories related regard- 
ing their magnitude, 
of how Czars and 
Shabs were being dealt 
with, of great colon- 
ization schemes, water 
supplying schemes, 
railroads, electric 
lights, te., etc., and 
detailed accounts have 
been given of numerous trips abroad. About 
all of this Mr. Clergue has said but very littie, 
and the most of what be has said has been in 
the way of denials. That Mr. Clergue has 
been in Persia, and has seen men of renown in 
that country, and that he has been to Russia 
and seen officials there is true, and now «a 
well-known Bangor gentleman tells just what 
his missions were: 
A GRAND SCHEME. 

Railroad men and large contractors may 
remember that some three or four years ago 
there appeared in print in this country the 
details of a big railroad building operation in 
Persia by an English syndicate that had re- 
esived valuable grants from the Shah. 

On paper, at least, it appeared to be the 
largest contract of the kind ever entered into 
in the world, and those who were supposed 
to be ‘‘in on the ground floor’’® were thought 
tobe in a way to accumulate wond erful for- 
tunes. Immediately after the publication of 
the contract followed other news ol vast 
amounts of materials and bodids of men 
being hurried forward to the proposed 
scene of action. It is said some 
bundreds of thousands of pounds of material 
were put into Persia, when very suddenly 
allwork ceased. It has not been resumed, 
nor aan the Englishmen recover their prop- 
erty, which is securely held by the Persians. 
It appears that after the contract was made 
Russia became jealous, and some of her 
diplomats, working secretly, engendered in 
the land of the Shah a feeling of suspicion and 
hostility to foreigners and this so grew and 
spread among the natives that there were 
fears of an uprising, and the work just begun 
was temporarily abandoned. As this hos- 
tility has not been overcome and as the 
Persians hold the material on alleged 
breach of contract the English syndicate 
has been in a bad box for some time. 


After many consultations, however, it was 
made plain thatthe Russians would always 
oppose the Engiish in Persia; that Persians 
wanted the railroad work carried on and that 
all parties would agree that Americans might 
do it if the Russians were to have a siice of 
the profits. 
GETTING AMERICANS INTERESTED. 

The English people wanted to get back 
something of their investinent and to this end 
asked the Persian Minister three years ago to 
interest someone on this side of the water if 
he vould. This latter official had the matter 
upon his mind when he visited Bar Hurbor 
two years ago and there met Mr. Clerzue. The 
Persian official told Mr. Cierque of the condi- 
tion of affairs across the water and suggested 
that perhaps he could aid him or perhaps 
would himself take hold and form the muca- 
Gesired company of Americans. 

Mr. Clerwue went in, and, as the story goes, 
interested Secretary of state Blame, Senator 
Hale, ex-Congressman Frank Jones, Payson 
Tucker, Arthur Sewall, Wm. G. Davis of Port- 
land and some others, and now this company 
is in a fair way to secure concessions from the 
Persians which will enable the combined 
English and American capitalists to carry out 
the original plans, the underst:nding being 
that only Americans shall appear to have con- 
trol. Some of the Maine men will go across 
this winter, — likely in January when there 
will be held a consultation of Americans, 
Russians, Englishu.en and Persians to see if 
there be sure prospects of the combine pan- 
ning out the hoped-for profits.

Birds That Will Be Killed Rather Than 
Desert Wounded Companions 


From Nature. 

We shot about a dozen birds and were about 
to leave the wood when I saw a large brown 
bird flying through the tree tops and cut him 
down with a snap shot among the branches. 
He only had a broken wing and at 
once set up a great squawking like a 
frightened parrot. I was about to go and 


finish him when my host bade me wait, con- 
cealed under cover of a small tree; I noticed 
Blank run to ambush, and wondered why for 
a moment, when I beard cries similar to those 
uttered by the wounded bird proceeding from 
all parts of the forest, and soon the air was 
literally filled with birds We began shooting 
them as they circled around the trees, evi- 
dently trying to come tothe aid of their com- 
panion. 

We had soon fred away about one hundred 
cartridges, and hadthe ground strewn with 
birds which Blank said were ber-caw-caws. 
They were like lerge bronze pheasants in size 
and shape, with hooked bills aud long tails. 
They are members of the parrot family, are to 
be found on the North Island of New Zealand 
in great quantities, and can be easily Killed if 
one can be wounded, asthe flock will sever 
leave a companion in distress.

A MILLION DOLLARS INVOLVED IN THE 
FREDERICKSEN & CU. FRAUDS. 


Property Transferred te Which the Com- 
pasy Had Ne Title—The Names of Some 
of the Victims—What the Imprisoned 
Cashier Says About the Transactions— 
Charged With Conspiracy. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2%.—It is now said that the 
amount involved in the alleged fraudulent 
transactione of Fredericksen & Co., in con- 
nection with which their cashier, Bidgood, 
was arrested yesterday, will reach $1,000,000. 
The charge is based on alleged crooked trans- 
actions in giving mortgages on lands to which 
the Fredricksens had no title. These mort- 
gages are said to have been pledged 
as security for loans. Fredericksen & Co. 
have been doing a large business in Western 
railroad lands, selling for the most part small 
tracts of forty or fifty acres on the installment 
plan, the purchasers usually belng immi- 
Krants or poor people who wished to invest 
their earnings in farms. After a certain 
number of payments had been made Freder- 
loksen gave a deed, a mortgage on the land 
being taken for the unpaid portion of the pur- 
chase money. These mortgages, is alleged, 
were then given as collateral for loans or 
sold outright through the West. 

Among others ex- Governor J. A. Rice of 
Winconsin; R. Nunnemacher, cashier of the 
Merchants’ Exchange Bank of Milwaukee and 
£. G. Comstock, a Milwaukee lawyer, are 
sald to have been large buyers. It is now 
claimed that many of these mortgages are 
worthless. 

When seen at the station, Bidgood stated 
that his connection with the company was 
purely as cashier and that he did not see how 
he couid be implicated in Fredricksen s trans- 
tions. The business he said, amounted to 
60,000 acres a year, but he could not say how 
much of this was in mortgages.

Hewasborn in St. Louis, married, and 
a clerk by occupation. He died at 5:40 p. m. 
yesterday. I received a letter from him last 
Friday, the 23d inst., stating that he intended 
to commit suicide, and that I would find his 
body in McLean’s building, room T, Fourth 
and Market streets. Iwent there and found 
bim in the room in bed, with a bullet wound 
in bis left breast about two inches below the 


nipple. The pistol was ander his pillow. He 
was conscious, and when I asked him for aa 
explanation he said he was

He also told me that he took a dose of ar- 
senic, and I found some of the polson close to 
the bed where he vomited. also found the 
poison in a paper in his pocketbook.

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Dierkes Re- 
fuses to Issue a Warrant for the Arrest 
of the Manager of a Scheme of Drawing 
Which Circuit Attorney Olover Says Is a 
Lettery—A Sensational Story Told by 
Clyde Roper, the Witness Against Victor 
Jordan—He Olaims to Have Been Ab- 
ducted and Drugged—The Felice Still 
Inactive and Negligent. 


EVEN lottery com- 
panies are operating 
in St. Louls. They 
are advertised in de- 
fiance of the law 
every day. In public 
prints the victims of 
the swindling 
Pschemes are advised 
to CALL ON ANY 
OF OUR AGENTS IN 
ST. LOUIS.’’ 

This is base ingrati- 
tude to the Police De- 
partment, which 
treats the lottery 
criminals with 80 
much consideration. 

The spectacle of a 
police department 
bound hand and foot, lying helpless and at 
the mercy of a combination of notorious men 
who have been boldly defying the law for two 
years is one that the people of St. Louis will 
not witness long with patience. 

Criminals must be punished and the Police 
Department must break ite bonds. There is 
no excuse why the violators of the law should 
not be arrested. The police cannot and do 
not attempt to give any reason for their 
strange and peculiar conduct. They simply 
do not act, and when they are asked why they 
decline to answer. 

Mr. Overall, the autocratic Vice-President 
of the Police Board, says the board will act in 
**its own time and its own war. In other 
words, they see crimes committed and know 
the criminals, but decline to arrest them un- 
til it pleases them todoso. Such a board is 
an outrageous misfit, and ought to be vom- 
pelled to answer for its negligence. 

Is that board the ruling power in the city of St. 
Louis? 

Ist ne city in the bands of five men who en- 
fotce the law when it suite them and permit 
it to be violated when they are pleased? 

Or is ita board appointed simply to enforce 
the law, not to shield and protect criminals? 

If itis, itis the most incapable and worth- 
less part of the whole Municipal Government.

A SAMPLE CASE. 

In April last Detective Moberly employed 
Clyde Roper, a messenger boy, to secure evi- 
dence against Victor Jordan by purchasing 
tickets from him. Jordan is one of the oldest 
and most notorious lottery venders in the 
city. On March 1 young Roper bought two 
tickets in the Kansas City lottery. 

The case was docketed for trial March 21, 
1889, and continued to April 10, by consent. 

April 10—Continued to April 29, by consent. 

April 29—Continued to May 6 for defendant. 

May 6—Motion to quash filed and over- 
ruled. Defendant pleaded not guilty. 
Tried by jury and verdict of 
guilty returned. Afineof $200 and costs was 
imposed. Motion for a new trial fled. 

May 24—Motion for new trial sustained and 
cause reset for May 29. 

Victor Jordan was granted a new trial after 
his first conviction under ciroumstances that 
must be regarded with the eye of suspicion. 
He had been unquestionably convicted, and 
just as the case was ended, and ended in a 
victory tor the State, Prosecuting Attorney 
Olaiborne asked Jordan this question: 

„Have you not been convicted several 
times before of selling lottery tickets?“ 

This was a fatal question, Jordan’s character 
not having been pleaded in his defense. The 
asking of that question amounted toa dis- 
miseal. It was a blunder that would convict 
any lawyer of ignorance. The case had been 
made; Jordan was convicted, and then an offi- 
cer of the court completely nullified the whole

Berer knows was fatal.

„John Hurley, a messenger boy, asked 
me to go bar z riding with him the Monday 
before we did go (September 2), but he came 
to me beforehand and asked meto put it off 
until the next Monday, which wasthe day of 
the trial. On Sunday i passed through the of- 
fice where Hurley works and saw Victor Jor- 
dan there, but I did not think anything of it 
and suspected nothing. Next morning Hur- 
ley called at my home, 8214 California avenue 
with a buggy and I told him that A 
had to go to court first, but wou 
take a ride afterwards. He said it was only 9 
o’ clock and we could take a little drive before 
court opened. We went up California avenue 
to Arsenal street, out Arsenal to Tower Grove 
Park. When we were ip the park I asked bim 
to turn around and zo back or we would de 
late for court. He said I needn’t mind; he 
would goright back, but by another road. 
We drove through the park to King’s highway 
and turned north. We stopped to get a drink, 
then drove over to Lindell avenue and out 
Lindell to the Hawthorne. It was then 11 
o’clock. Hurley got a bottle of something he 
called sherry wine and asked me to take a 
drink of it. Itook one mouthful, that was 
all, and it made me dizzy and sick. 
I tried twice to get out ofthe buggy but could 
not and be brought me back to the city. I 
don’t know just how we come, but somewhere 
around 12 o’clock we were ata restaurant on 
Seventh and St. Charles streets. I too 
something to eat there because I thought it 
would make me feel better; then Hurley drove 
me home. I am a night messenger, but I 
could not work that night, I was so sick that 1 
had to go to bed.“ 

Did Hurley say anything to you about the 
trial while you were out driviug?’’

It Jordan was in the office the day before 
we went driving I didn’t know him, 
because I don’t know him when I 
see him. Westarted for the Four Courts but 
stopped on the way and drank two glasses 
of beer. Then Clyde said, Let the Court go 
we'll take a drive, solturned around an 
drove out to the para. The truth of it all 
is tbat we got druuk but it was without any in- 
ention of keeping him away from court or pre- 
venting him from testifying in the case. 

Roper thinks he was drugged. Huriey says 
he was drunk, but however that may be Jor- 
dan was in Hurley’s office the day before the 
trial and next morning the prosecuting wit- 
ness was absent, the trial had to be postponed 
and Huriey and Roper were out in the coun- 
try drunk or drugged, one. Yet this has been 
permitted to pass without investigation. 

ANOTHER LOTTERY SCHEME. 

So notorious has St. Louls become as a har- 
vest field forthe gambiers and iottery men 
that schemes of all sorts are being worked 
here, the town is honey ‘combed 
with unilawfal enterprises“ and new 
ones are comin to light every day. 
A foolish individual who was not familiar with 
the method pursued atthe Four Courts went 
into Mr. Dierkes’ office this morning and 
asked fora warrant against the manager of 
a Ohicago company which has an office in the 
Temple Building. 

Mr. Dierkes asked what offense had been 
committed, and the indiscreet gentleman ex- 
plained: 

They are running a watch lottery, he 
said, aud their scheme is to get thirty-eight 
men to put up a dollar a week, each, and then 
they draw for a $8 watch. If you win the 
first week you get the watch for $l, or 
you continue to pay $1 a week until 
you do draw one. If you do not 
draw one before you have paid in 
$38, then you get a watch whether you draw 
itor not. Now Ihave been swindled. I drew 
a watch and didn’t get it andI want to get out 
a warrant against them for running a lot- 


tery.’ 

Mr. Dierkes did not know whether to issue a 
warrantor not. He wanted some time to 
think it over and he told the gentieman to 
call again this afternoon but the informer got 
angry and said that if he could not get it then 
he wouldn't come back. 

A peculiar feature of this caseis that some 
jewelers in the city heard of the scheme and 
wanted to work it if they could doit lawfully 
and they sent one of the circularsto Circuit 
Attorney Clover and asked him whether the 
pee was a lottery and a violation of the 
aw. 

Just this morning, within two hours of the 
time that Mr. Dierkes refused a warrant, Mr. 
Clover sent out his replies, in which be said 
that the Chicago Co. was unquestionably a 
lottery and amenable to the lottery law. 

But the efforts of citizens to punish lottery 
keepers who operate in St. Louis simply place 
them in a position to be laughed at. The au- 
thorities will not help them; and if Mr, 
Dierkes does not absolutely refuse warrants, 
be issues them with a loophole that lets the 
offenders out. 

The defiance of law and the authorities by 
Congressman Frank's alleged newspaper has 
been successful. Chief Heubler has asked for 
no warrant and Mr. Dierkes has issued none.

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TRYING THE FLYNN CASE. 


THE FARCE'ENACTED IN THE CORONER’S 
COURT AT NEW YORK. 


Peculiar Tactics Adopted by the Defend. 
aut’s Attorney—The Jury Treat the Pro- 
coedings as a Joke—Mystifying the Wit. 
nesses—What the District Attorney Says 
of Coroners’ Inquests, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatca. 

New York, Nov. 26. 
RE OCoroner’s office is 
about the last place in 
which one would ex- 
pect to witness a bur- 
lesque performance. 

This, however, is 
just what happened 
yesterday. A man was 
practically on trial, 
charged with having 
caused the death of 
another man. The Coroner sat in judgment 
on the case, and the jury, with solemn mien 
were prepared either to justify an apparent 
homicide or turn the prisonerat the bar over 
to a higher tribunal to answer to the charge of 
murder. As it was the jury were treated to 
what might be termed a practical joke, and 
the prisoner was discharged amid laughter 
and applause. The circumstances of this ro- 
markable affair are these: Coroner Hanley 
held an inquest in the case of Michael Flynn, 
who died on November 18 from the alleged 
effects of a jab in the eye with an umbrella. It 
would seem that Mr. Siegfried May, a whole- 
sale liquor dealer at Nos. 31 and 33 First ave- 
nue, surrendered himseif shortly afterward, 
stating that he had in all probability commit- 
ted the deed. Mr. May was advised to take 
this step BY Mr. ‘‘Gus’’ Heckler, proprietor 
ot a saloon on Broadway near Twenty-ninth 
street. Mr. May thereupon made a written 
statement, which was handed to the Coroner, 
and was admitted to ball in the sum of $2,500. 

MAY’S STATEMENT. 

This statement, read at the alleged inquest 
held yesterday, was in substance as follows: 
On the evening of October 28, I, in company 
with two friends, started from the Hotel 
Metropole, and after we had gone te various 
places of amusement we were returning to the 
hotel, As we passed the corner of Broadway 
and Thirty-sixth street a man rushed up and 
seized me by the collar, demanding the loan 
ot a quarter. I pushed him to one side when 
he rushed at me again, calling me vile names 
as he did so. I then struck at him with my 
umbrella. The man seemed to be intoxicated. 
I finally, with no idea that I had injured him, 
resumed my way to the hotel. When I read in 
the paper that a man had died from the effects 
of an umbrelia stab received in this locality, 


on this particular night, [concluded naturally 
te 2 I had better surrender myseif into cus- 
tody.’ 

It might be expected from the foregoing 
statement that Mr. — would only be ac- 
quitted, if he was acquitted at all, by a cor- 
oner’s jury, on the grounds of self-defense 
and justifiable homicide, but he was not. By 
some slight of band maneuvering on the part 
of his counsel, Mr. Thaddeus D. Kennison, 
further aided and abetted by the brilliant con- 
ception of Mr. Gus Heckler, Mr. May’s state- 
ment was entirely disregarded and the whole 
affair took on the proportions of a huge 


joke. 
WITNESSES EXAMINED. 

Policeman James McMann, the first witness 
called, testified that on the night in question 
a man came up to him saying that a youn 
man had his eye poked out. He then wen 
to the place and found Fiynn. The 
circumstances of the latter’s being taken to 
the hospital, the charge of intoxication en- 
tered against him and of his final death have 
been heretofore published. Ail these facts 
appeared in detail at yesterday’s inquest. 

A batch of witnesses were then called, 
Michael and Edward Flynn and Annie Flynn, 
brothers and sister of the deceased. They were 
questioned by the Coroner as to conversations 
held with their brother previous to his death. 
These questions were, however, objected to 
by the counsel. The objections were sus- 
tained by the Coroner and the witnesses 
stepped down in one, two, three order, after 
merely testifying as to tbeir relationship. 

George Debois, a letter-carrier, was then 
called, and here the farce began. Mr. De- 
bois was an eye witness tothe affair and his 
testimony went to show that Flynn had been 
the aggressor. A well dressed man with a 
very meek air and a full beard was sitting be- 
hind Lawyer Kennison all this time. 

**Could you identify the man with the um- 
brella?’’ asked Mr. Kennison. 

THE MAN WITH THE BEARD. 

„Ob, yes,’’ replied the witness. ‘‘There he 
is, sitting right behind you.’’

GOING TO MEXICO. 


Pian fer the Colonization of the Negroes of 
Texas Across the Line. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-Disratcn. 
WasHINGTON, D. O., Nov.26.—The Secretary of 
Public Works of Mexico has signed a contract 
with Messrs. Ferguson and Ellis (colored del- 
egates) of San Antonio, Tex., with the object 
of establishing colonies of the negro race 
emigrating from the United States in the 
States of Vera Cruz, Oxica, Guerrero, Mich- 
oacan and San Luis, subject tothe following 


conditions: Withia the term of three years 
the undertaking must have estabiished at 
least one thousand colonists. It the 
Government is convinced that these 
colonists fulfill the conditions of 
industry requisite for the object in 
question, it will authorize the undertaking to 
introduce into the country 2,000 colonists 
more each year, so that in ten years, the term 
of the concession, there may have been es- 
tablished 20,000 colonists. These colonies will 
be established on property belonging to 
private individuals, which the undertaking 
may acquire, and in order to assist in the ex- 
penses to be incurred, the Government per- 
mits the free introduction of articles in con- 
formity with the law of colonization 
and exemption for taxes (except the stamp 
tax) fortenand fiteen years respectively, as 
wellasthe free exportation of the products 
raised by the colonists. In addition the colo- 
nists are exempt from military service for the 
period of ten years. 

Lastly, the Government will pay a subven- 
tion to the undertaking for each colonist 
above the age of 12 years, which will 
be due at the time of rasing the 
second crop if he be ai tiller of 
the soll, orone year after establishment in 
any colony it ne bea miner or artisan. The 
undertaking will acquire from the Govern- 
ment 200, cho hectares (about 500, 000 acres) at 
least, of the public lands on the Isthmus of 


deot, but this always on condition 
that the Government is satisfied 
with the result of the colonization in the first 
three years in which Case the undertaking 
will havathe pewer to colonize those lands 
subjectto the stipulations of the contract. 
The undertaking will have the power to ocol- 
onize in any other State of the Republic withia 
the stipulation of the contract, provided that 
the necessary permission is given by the Gov- 
ernment.

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DISCORD IN THE CHOIR. 


A CHANGE IN ORGANISTS AT TRE ROOK 
CHURCH CAUSES TROUBLE. | 


Prof. Louis J. Dubuque’s Action in Aring - 
ing New Singers Into the Choir and Giv- 
ing Them Soles Causes a strike Among 
the Old Singers—The Priests Informed 
That the Professor Must Change His 
Course or the Choir Will Quit, 


HE large congregation 
which assembled at the 
Rock Church on Grand 
avenue Sunday to wit- 
ness the impressive 
ceremony oftwo Bishops 
fi blessing the new and 

7 ~ beautiful marbie altars 
‘a — 0 F which now adorn that 
mw Gothic edifice did not 
Anon what imminent 
N danger there was of the 
musical accompaniment 
dy the choir ceasing in 
the middle of the serv- 
ice, and the pontifical 
high mass having to be 
earried on without the 
choir’s assistance. It 
was fortunate that they did not, 
because had they been aware of the 
serious discord existing in the gallery 
set apart for harmony, they would 
probably have been very much distracted 
from their devotions. Occasionally a little 
discord was distinguishable in the music, and 
many in the church wondered at this because 
the choir is considered the best volunteer 
cholr in the city, and the mass being sung was 
Giorza’s, which the choir had rendered re- 
peatedly before without the slightest break. 

THE TROUBLE. 

The trouble is all due to the engagement of 
anew organist. Several weeks ago, as was 
published in the PostT-DIsPaTCH at the time, 
Prof. Wyman, the organist of the choir, went 
to Milwaukee and remained over Sunday 
without giving the Redemptorist Fathers no- 
tice of such intention on his part, and conse- 
quently causing a consideravie amount of 
flurry when it was learned at a late hour that 
he vould not be present to play. By hard 
skirmishing one of the members of the 
choir got an organist to take the ab- 
sent Profeseor’s place, and the Sunday 
service was not interfered with. When Prof. 
.Wyman came back he gave the Fathers notice 
that he had been engaged in Milwaukee. They 
began to look around for another organist, 
and finally made arrangements with Prof. 
Louis J. Dubuque to take charge of the choir. 
Frot. Dubuque has been for some time di- 
rector of St. Bridget’s choirand hasa high 
estimate ofthe ability of some of the singers 
who were under his charge previous to his ac- 
ceptance of the offer made him to 
conduct tne Rock Church cholr. 
He thought he could improve the 
new choir of which he had assumed 
control by adding some of his old singers, 
and there is where the Wagnerian concert be- 
gan. Thursday night the choir had a re- 
hearsal for Sunday and Prof. Dubuque kept 
them longer than they ever bad been kept be- 
fore and criticised the work of some of the 
members in a manner not calculated to make 
them conceited. When the rehearsal was 
over at 11 o’clock Mr. Dubuque is said to have 
remarked to Mr. John B. Shields, the leading 
tenor of the choir, that he did not like the 
voices of Messrs. Alex J. Joel and Jim Rowan, 
the bassos, and he thought he would 

et his principal basso at St. Bridget’s, Mr. 

eorge Dickson, to sing their solos. Messrs. 
Rowan and Joel received nointimation, it is 
said, ofthe new director’s intention to sup- 
plant them with a new soloist antil Sunday 
morning, when Mr. Shields mentioned to Mr. 
Joel what the Professor had told him. Mr. 
Joel has hadthe ‘‘Laudamus Ve’’ solo in 
Giorza’s mass ever since the choir has sung 
the mass, and when apprised of the 
conductor's intention to deprive him 
of it he was very indignant 
and notified the lady and gentlemen cnoris- 
ters ofthe contemplated slap at his reputa- 
tion.

Developments were then 
awaited. Nine of Prof. Dubuque’s singers, 
three tenorsand six bassos, made their ap- 
pearance and took piacesinthechoir. When 
any of the members of the old cholr sang a 
solo, itis asserted (and it is said that grave 
an the charge is, it can be substantiated by 
abundant evidence) that the new members 
actually turned to each other and smiled 
meaningly. 


HE DID NOT APPEAR. 

The time for the looked-for denonement 
was when the Laudamus Ve «solo was 
reached. When the Professor looked around 
supposably to see whether Mr. Dickson was 
— — the hearts of the choristers were 

eating to allegro time. Failing to see Mr. 
Dickson, the ofessor told Mr. Joel to 
sing the solo, and ‘‘the country was 
saved. Mr. Joel sang, but the 
Professor, it ts said,
